REPORTING    PREPARATION    OF    PORK    PRODUCTS    CUSTOMARILY    EATEN    WITHOUT 

COOKING. 

Beginning  March  1,  1917,  the  amounts  of  sausage,  hams,  and  other  meat  food  prod- 
ucts which  are  customarily  eaten  without  cooking,  and  which  contain  muscle  tissue 
of  pork  which  has  been  subjected  to  treatment  according  to  the  provisions  of  section  7 
of  regulation  18  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  shall  be  reported  daily  on  the  blank  lines  on 
M.  I.  Form  124-A,  entering  on  separate  lines  the  amounts  of  sausage  and  similar 
products  and  the  amounts  of  hams  and  similar  products.  Until  M.  I.  Form  110  shall 
be  revised,  the  amounts  of  such  products  reported  on  M.  I.  Form  124-A  shall  be  re- 
ported on  the  M.  I.  Form  110  report,  in  the  column  formerly  used  to  report  bakers' 
compound,  changing  the  heading  to  read  "Pork  to  be  eaten  uncooked."

INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT-INSPECTION  FORMS  AND  STATION 

RECORDS. 

The  following  instructions  relative  to  preparing  and  rendering  bureau  forms  and 
keeping  station  records  of  meat  inspection  will  become  effective  immediately  and 
wiU  supersede  all  previous  instructions  regarding  this  branch  of  the  clerical  work  at 
stations.     Employees  concerned  will  please  study  carefully  these  instructions. 
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The  utmost  economy  should  be  exercised  in  the  use  of  the  M.  I.  forms  and  of  all 
bureau  stationeiy.  Current  forms  should  never  be  used  for  scratch  paper  or 
memorandum  purposes.  Carbon  and  tissue  copies  should  not  be  taken  of  the  same 
report.  Forms  which  are  given  to  establishments  for  official  use,  such  as  M.  I.  Forms 
109-D,  116-A,  121-A,  and  124-A,  should  be  furnished  only  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
meet  ordinary  needs,  and  a  small  reserve  stock  should  be  kept  in  the  biueau  office 
at  the  establishment  to  meet  emergencies.  For  instance,  where  an  establishment 
makes  application  only  occasionally  for  export  certificates,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
furnish  an  entire  pad  of  the  application  blanks  at  once.  In  requesting  supplies 
from  the  Washington  office  inspectors  should  estimate  carefully  the  requirements  and 
not  overorder.  Any  material  variance  between  the  supplies  ordered  and  those 
received,  if  imexplained  by  the  Washington  office,  should  be  promptly  reported  to 
the  bureau. 

In  order  that  an  acciuate  record  of  the  meat-inspection  work  may  be  kept  in  the 
Washington  office,  and  that  the  information  may  be  available  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  it  is  necessary  that  the  reports  from  the  stations  be  rendered  promptly  and 
that  they  shall  be  legible  and  acciKate.  Each  item  should  be  confirmed  and  the 
additions  verified  so  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  return  reports  for  correction. 
WTienever  an  establishment  begins  the  preparation  of  a  new  kind  of  product  or  enters 
upon  a  new  line  of  work,  the  first  report  showing  such  fact  should  have  the  new  entiy 
marked  "O.  K.,"  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  retiirning  the  report  for  confirmation. 
Complete  reports  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Washington  office  not  later  than  the  third 
day  after  the  date  they  cover,  and  shall  be  initialed  in  the  upper  left-hand  comer  by 
the  employee  who  prepares  them.  At  stations  where  two  or  more  bureau  employees 
prepare  the  reports  a  second  employee  should  review  the  reports  and  place  his  initials 
below  those  of  the  employee  who  prepared  the  report  which  he  has  revi^ewed.  All 
figiu"es  must  be  plainly  written  and  totals  filled  in  wherever  indicated.  These 
instructions  should  be  carefully  studied,  as  errors  will  be  charged  against  the  efficiency 
records  of  the  employees  making  them. 

Form  A-15,  Time  Card  and  Personnel  Record. 

This  form,  which  has  been  revised  to  show,  in  addition  to  the  leave  charged  to  the 
employee,  the  number  of  his  official  badge,  and  his  local  residence  and  telephone 
number,  takes  the  place  of  all  other  persoimel  records  now  maintained  at  the  stations. 
If  the  A-15  cards  are  arranged  alphabetically,  and  the  badge  receipts  numerically, 
all  information  regarding  badges  may  be  quickly  obtained  without  other  records. 
When  an  employee  is  transferred  to  another  station,  there  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
inspector  in  charge  at  that  station  the  original  Form  A-15  or  a  copy  giving  such  in- 
formation as  is  necessary  for  the  inspector  in  charge  and  stating  the  time  of  departure 
and  the  route  traveled  by  the  employee  in  reaching  his  new  assignment.  When  the 
new  Form  A-15  cards  are  received  any  stock  of  the  old  cards  on  hand  should  be  changed 
to  show  the  additional  information  printed  on  the  face  of  the  new  card,  and  any 
Form  A-5  blanks  on  hand  will  be  rendered  obsolete. 

M.  I.  Form  101,  Time  Report. 

A  report  on  this  form  should  be  rendered  promptly  for  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays 
of  each  month,  and  show  the  names  of  all  employees  at  the  station,  their  designations, 
the  assignment  for  the  day,  such  as  "Est.  1,"  "Office,"  "Yards,"  "Est.  1  and  office," 
and  in  the  column  for  time  should  give  the  beginning  and  ending  hour  of  service  for 
the  day.  On  the  line  after  the  name  and  assignment  of  the  employee,  show  the 
character  of  work  performed ;  and  if  more  than  one  assignment  was  covered  during  the 
day,  show  the  character  of  work  and  hours  of  service  for  each  assignment.  At  stations 
of  more  than  one  establishment,  enter  on  the  Form  101  first  the  names  of  employees 
having  general  or  supervisory  duties  and  then  the  employees  at  each  official  estab- 
lishment in  the  numerical  order  of  such  establishments. 
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M.  I.  Form  102.  Individual  Time  Slip. 

Each  employee  will  render  daily  a  report  on  this  form,  showing  the  actual  hours 
of  duty  and  the  character  of  work  performed  for  the  day.  If  more  than  one  assignment 
was  covered,  the  time  and  description  of  work  for  each  assignment  should  be  shown 
separately.  When  an  employee  arrives  at  an  official  establishment  for  the  day's 
duty  he  will  enter  the  hour  of  beginning  of  work  on  the  Form  102,  sign  his  name,  and 
file  the  form  in  a  suitable  place  provided  for  that  purpose,  so  that  the  supervising 
inspector  or  the  inspector  in  charge  when  visiting  the  plant  may  know  what  employees 
are  on  duty.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  day's  work  the  employee  will  complete  the 
M.  I.  Form  102  and  forward  it  to  the  inspector  in  charge.  If  a  time  book  is  kept  at 
the  station,  the  entries  therein  will  be  made  from  the  information  shown  on  the  Form 
102,  and  such  time  book  should  also  show  the  assignment  of  each  employee  for  the 
month,  or  for  whatever  period  such  assignment  is  made.  The  Form  102  reports  should 
be  carefully  filed  with  the  station  records. 

M.  I.  Form  109,  Monthly  Report  of  Receipts  and  Shipments  of  Inspected  Meats. 

This  report  should  be  rendered  monthly  for  each  establishment  which  during  the 
month  has  received  any  meats  or  meat  food  products,  other  than  carcasses  received 
under  regulation  12,  or  has  shipped  any  such  products  to  other  official  establishments. 
The  report  will  be  compiled  from  the  information  shown  on  the  daily  M.  I.  Form 
124-A. 

M.  I.  Forms  109-A  and  109-B, 

On  receipt  of  these  instructions  the  use  of  these  two  forms  will  be  discontinued, 
and  the  information  formerly  reported  thereon  will  be  obtained  from  the  M.  I.  Form 
124-A. 

M.  I.  Form  109— C,  Inspected  and  Passed  Meat  Transferred  by  Team. 

This  form  should  accompany  transfers  of  meats  and  product  in  sealed  cars,  wagons, 
or  other  containers  between  establishments  at  the  same  station.  It  should  be  made 
in  duplicate,  and  should  give  a  description  of  the  products  so  transferred,  the  weights 
of  the  various  classes  of  meats,  and  the  serial  numbers  of  the  seals  applied  to  the  car, 
wagon,  or  container.  The  original  109-C  report  should  be  filed  in  the  bureau  office 
of  the  establishment  from  which  the  products  are  shipped,  and  the  duplicate  forwarded 
in  a  sealed  envelope  to  the  inspector  at  the  receiving  establishment  and  be  filed  in 
the  bureau  office  of  that  establishment. 

M.  I.  Form  109-D,  Request  to  Seal  Cars  of  Meat  and  Products. 

This  form  will  be  used  by  the  management  of  official  establishments  for  requesting 
the  sealing  of  cars  containing  25  per  cent  or  more  of  unmarked  meats  or  products  wliich 
are  to  be  transported  to  another  official  establishment  for  further  processing.  The 
request  must  give  separate  descriptions  and  weights  for  the  marked  and  the  unmarked 
products,  the  destination,  and  the  time  when  it  is  desired  that  the  seals  be  applied. 
The  bureau  employee  who  affixes  the  seals  will  enter  on  the  form  the  time  of  sealing 
and  the  numbers  of  such  seals  and  forward  the  report  to  the  local  bureau  office. 

M.  I.  Forms  109-E  and  109-EE,  Warning  Notice  for  Sealed  Cars. 

These  "warning  notices"  are  for  use  on  sealed  cars  of  meats  and  products.  The 
cloth  Form  109-E  should  be  fastened  to  both  sides  of  the  car  with  tacks,  either  directly 
above  or  below  the  Government  seals  so  that  the  seals  will  be  exposed.  The  Form 
109-EE  tag  will  be  used  on  tank  cars  in  lieu  of  the  cloth  placard  109-E.  One  of  the 
109-EE  tags  will  be  securely  attached  to  each  Government  seal. 

M.  I.  Form  109-F,  Notice  of  Meats  Shipped  in  Sealed  Cars. 

This  form  "will  be  prepared  from  the  information  shown  on  the  Form  109-D  and  will 
be  used  in  giving  notice  of  each  car  of  meat  or  meat  food  product  shipped  to  other 
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stations  under  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  regulation  25.  It  will  be  made  in  dupli- 
cate, the  original  being  mailed  immediately  to  the  inspector  in  charge  at  destination 
and  the  duplicate  to  the  Washington  office  on  the  day  the  car  is  shipped.  All  marked 
and  unmarked  products  in  the  shipment  will  be  separately  listed  and  described,  and 
totals  for  each  class  shown  on  the  last  line  of  the  form.  Future  supplies  of  Form  109-F 
will  be  printed  in  copying  ink,  and  the  station  record  of  shipments  of  meats  in  sealed 
cars  will  be  kept  by  taking  a  letter-press  copy  of  either  the  original  or  duplicate. 

M.  I.  Form  109-FF,  Notice  of  Unmarked  Import  Meat  Shipped  Under  Seal. 

A  report  will  be  made  on  this  form  for  each  sealed  car,  wagon,  and  package  contain- 
ing foreign  meat  or  product  transported  prior  to  inspection,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  7  of  regulation  27.  The  form  will  be  issued  in  duplicate  by  a  customs  officer 
or  the  inspector  in  charge  under  whose  supervision  the  car,  wagon,  or  container  was 
sealed,  and  the  original  promptly  forwarded  to  the  inspector  in  charge  at  the  point 
where  the  product  is  to  be  inspected,  and  the  duplicate  to  the  Washington  office. 

M.  I.  Forms  109-J,  109-JJ,  and  I09-L,  Reports  of  Inspection  of  Importt  d  Meat  and  Products. 

A  report  will  be  rendered  to  the  Washington  office  on  Form  109-J  for  each  consign- 
ment of  meats  and  meat  food  products  offered  for  importation.  This  report  should  give 
a  description  of  the  products,  with  the  separate  weights  of  the  various  classes  and  cuts, 
and  the  disposal.  This  form  will  be  prepared  from  the  information  shown  on  the  Form 
109-nJJ  rendered  by  the  bureau  employee  who  makes  the  inspection.  A  report  on 
Form  109-L  also  will  be  made  for  each  import  consignment  and  forwarded  to  the 
proper  customs  official.  Before  forwarding  the  Forms  109-J  and  109-L,  tissue  copies 
will  be  taken,  which,  with  the  Form  109-JJ,  will  constitute  the  station  record  of  this 
class  of  work. 

M.  I.  Form  110,  Supervision  of  Preparation  of  Meat  Food  Products. 

This  report  should  be  rendered  at  the  close  of  the  month  for  each  establishment 
which  cures  or  processes  any  meat  or  meat  food  product.  It  should  be  made  up  from  the 
daily  Form  124-A  rendered  by  the  establishment  to  the  local  bureau  office.  The  head- 
ing "Bakers'  compound  "  has  been  omitted  from  the  revised  Form  124-A,  and  product 
formerly  reported  under  this  designation  will  be  included  in  the  products  reported 
under  the  heading  "Compound  (lard  substitutes)."  Oleo  stock  should  not  be 
reported  from  an  establishment  when  the  product  is  later  to  be  pressed  into  oil  and 
stearin  at  that  establishment  but  only  when  it  is  to  be  shipped  from  the  establish- 
ment as  "oleo  stock." 

M.  I.  Forms  110-A,  110-B,  110-C,  110-D,  110-E,  and  llO-F. 

All  of  these  forms  have  been  discontinued,  the  information  hereafter  being  covered 
by  M.  I.  Form  124-A. 

M.  I.  Form  112,  Daily  Summary  of  Suspected,  Retained,  and  Condemned  Animals  and  Carcasses. 

This  form  will  be  prepared  from  the  reports  on  M.  I.  Forms  112-D,  112-F,  119,  and 
120.  Each  Form  112  report  should  show  the  date  of  the  last  report  from  the  estab- 
lishment for  the  particular  species.  An  approved  method  of  indicating  the  date  of  last 
report  and  also  the  "hold  overs"  is,  after  completing  the  Form  112  for  the  day,  to 
prepare  partially  the  following  report  by  entering  the  date  of  last  report,  establishment 
number,  species,  and  any  suspect,  or  suspect  or  retained  carcass,  which  will  appear 
on  the  report  as  held  over  from  previous  day,  leaving  the  completion  of  the  report  to 
the  day  when  work  is  next  performed  or  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  render  a  Form 
112  report  for  that  establishment.  Suspect  animals  reported  on  Form  112  as  "died 
in  pens"  should  not  be  again  reported  as  "found  dead  or  dying,"  nor  should  either  of

these  classes  of  "dead"  animals  be  reported  as  "condemned  on  ante-mortem  inspec- 
tion." The  heading  on  Form  112,  "Condemned  on  ante-mortem  inspection,"  should 
be  used  only  for  reporting  animals  which  are  condemned  ante-mortem  for  some  specific 
disease  or  condition,  which  disease  or  condition  must  be  shown  as  the  cause  on  the 
form.  All  condemned  parts  of  carcasses  or  parts  passed  for  sterilization,  both  from 
suspect  and  retained  carcasses,  must  be  included  in  the  number  of  fresh  parts  shown 
on  the  form. 

M.  I.  Form  11^-B. 

When  the  supply  of  this  form  now  on  hand  at  stations  is  used  up  the  form  will  be 
discontinued . 

M.  I.  Form  112-D,  Summary  of  Final  Post-Mortem  Examination  of  Sospect  and  Retained  Carcasses. 

This  report  should  be  prepared  by  the  inspector  who  performs  the  post-mortem 
work  which  it  covers.  When  the  present  supply  of  Forms  112-B  and  112-D  are  ex- 
hausted their  place  will  be  taken  by  a  new  Form  112-D,  which  will  show  a  summary 
of  the  disposal  of  both  suspect  and  retained  carcasses  as  given  in  detail  on  Form  J12-F. 
Care  should  be  taken  that  the  number  of  carcasses  shown  on  Form  112-D  as  passed 
and  condemned  agrees  with  the  disposal  as  shown  on  Form  112-F.  Small  portions  of 
carcasses,  such  as  lungs,  livers,  hearts,  skins,  stomachs,  etc.,  are  not  to  be  included 
in  the  parts  reported  as  condemned  on  Forms  112  and  112-D  but  when  found  dis- 
eased are  to  be  tanked  with  other  offal  without  mention  on  the  Form  112-D.  The  sex 
of  all  suspect  and  retained  tuberculous  cattle  carcasses  should  be  shown  on  Form 
112-D. 

M.  I.  Form  112-F,  Report  of  Final  Post-Mortem  Examination  of  Suspect  and  Retained  Carcasses. 

This  form,  which  should  be  prepared  in  duplicate,  one  copy  for  the  Washington 
office  and  the  other  for  the  station  file,  should  clearly  and  accurately  show  the  location, 
character,  and  extent  of  the  lesions,  and  the  disposal  of  all  suspect  and  retained  car- 
casses. Care  should  be  taken  when  preparing  this  report  that  the  duplicate  is  so 
placed  with,  the  carbon  sheet  that  the  lesions  shown  on  the  original  may  be  accurately 
registered  on  the  duplicate.  Where  the  symbols  are  insufficient  or  are  not  used  to 
describe  the  lesions,  a  written  description  of  the  conditions  found  should  be  given  in' 
order  that  the  correctness  of  the  disposal  may  be  definitely  determined.  The  descrip- 
tion of  the  lesions  and  the  disposal  of  the  carcass  should  be  entered  on  the  Form  112-F 
at  the  time  the  examination  of  the  carcasses  is  being  made,  or  immediately  thereafter. 
The  report  of  suspect  carcasses  on  this  form  should  be  separated  from  the  report  on 
retained  carcasses,  and  should  be  headed  "U.  S.  Suspects."  The  sex  and  condition 
of  all  suspect  and  retained  tuberculous  cattle  carcasses  must  be  given  on  the  form. 

M.  I.  Form  112-G,  Weekly  Summary  of  Retained  Carcasses. 

As  the  M.  I.  Form  130  now  shows  the  monthly  statistics  of  slaughter  and  the  car- 
casses passed  for  sterilization  and  those  condemned,  for  each  establishment,  the 
weekly  summary  formerly  reported  on  Form  112-G  is  superfluous  and  hereafter  will 
be  discontinued. 

M.  I.  Forms  113  and  113-A,  Meats  and  Products  Condemned  on  Reinspection. 

After  carcasses  have  once  been  inspected  and  passed,  subsequent  inspections  of 
such  carcasses,  parts,  or  products  thereof  at  the  same  or  other  establishments  are  con- 
sidered as  reinspections,  and  condemnations  on  such  reinspection  should  be  reported 
daily  to  the  local  bureau  office  on  Form  113-A,  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  to  the 
Washington  office  on  Form  113.  A  separate  Form  113  will'  be  rendered  for  each  class 
of  product  condemned. 
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M.  I.  Forms  114  and  114-A,  Reports  of  Sterilization  and  Tanking. 

A  report  on  Form  114-A  should  be  rendered  to  the  inspector  in  charge  by  the  bureau 
employee  who  supervises  the  tanking  at  the  establishment  for  each  day  when  any 
work  of  this  character  is  performed.  It  should  show  all  condemned  carcasses,  parts, 
and  meat  food  products  tanked,  all  carcasses  and  parts  passed  for  sterilization  which 
are  rendered  into  lard  or  tallow,  and  all  carcasses  and  parts  passed  for  sterilization 
which  are  placed  in  stock  for  disposal  according  to  the  proi-isions  of  section  3  of  regu- 
lation 15.  The  exact  time  of  sealing  the  tank  and  the  exact  time  of  breaking  the  seals 
should  be  shown,  each  statement  to  be  signed  by  the  employee  who  performs  the 
operation.  All  condemned  products  disposed  of  by  permitted  methods  other  than 
tanking,  such  as  incineration,  should  be  reported  on  M.  I.  Forms  114-A  and  114,  with 
a  notation  showing  the  actual  method  of  disposal.  At  the  close  of  the  month  the  Form 
114  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office,  showing  the  daily  rendering,  sterili- 
zation, and  tanking  operations,  as  reported  on  the  daily  Form  114-A. 

All  tanking  should  be  reported  on  Form  114  from  the  establishment  where  the 
products  were  condemned.  If  the  products  were  tanked  at  some  other  establishment, 
the  entry  on  Form  114  from  the  establishment  where  condemned  should  bear  the  nota- 
tion "Tanked  at  Est.  ."     If  reported  from  the  establishment  where  actually 

tanked,  the  entry  on  Form  114  from  that  establishment  should  bear  the  notation 

"From  Est. ;"  and  the  number  of  carcasses  or  parts,  or  pounds  of  meat  food 

product  should  not  be  included  in  the  totals  of  tanking  at  that  establishment.  If  any 
carcass,  part,  or  meat  food  product  passed  for  sterilization  or  condemned  during  the 
month  is  not  shown  as  disposed  of  on  Form  114  for  that  month,  a  notation  should  be 
made  showing  the  number  of  carcasses  or  parts,  or  pounds  of  meat  food  product,  carried 
over  to  the  next  month  for  disposal.  (See  instructions  concerning  M.  I.  Form  130  for 
checking  M.  I.  Form  114  at  the  close  of  the  month  before  forwarding  to  the  Washing- 
ton office.) 

M.  I.  Forms  115  and  115-A,  Reports  on  Sanitation. 

Form  115-A  should  be  rendered  weekly,  or  oftener  if  required,  by  the  bureau 
employees  in  charge  of  the  various  departments  of  establishments  under  inspection, 
and  should  inform  the  inspector  in  charge  of  all  insanitary  conditions.  At  the  close 
of  the  month  a  report  on  Form  115  will  be  rendered  by  the  inspector  in  charge  so  as  to 
reach  the  Washington  office  not  later  than  the  10th  of  the  month.  The  Form  115  will 
be  made  up  from  the  weekly  Form  115-A  and  should  include  a  brief,  concise,  and 
complete  statement  of  all  insanitary  conditions,  if  any  exist.  The  report  should  show 
any  action  taken  and  whether  or  not  assurances  of  correction  have  been  received. 

Export  Certificates  and  M.  I.  Forms  116,  116-A,  121,  121-A,  122,  and  122-A  (Forms  Concerning  Export 

Meats  and  Products. 

Certificates  shall  be  issued  for  all  shipments  of  meats  and  products  permitted  to  be 
exported  to  Canada,  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  the  countries  of  continental  Europe, 
Argentina,  Peru,  Mexico,  the  French  Antilles,  the  Canal  Zone,  and  the  cities  of  Panama 
and  Colon.  Upon  request  of  the  exporter,  certificates  should  be  issued  for  shipments 
to  any  foreign  country  or  to  the  Philippines. 

All  packages  destined  to  the  Philippines  shall  be  marked  with  the  serially  numbered 
export  stamps  regardless  of  whether  a  certificate  is  furnished. 

Certificates  covering  shipments  to  Mexico  or  Argentina  shall  first  be  viseed  in  the 
United  States  by  a  consul  of  the  country  of  destination. 

The  originals  of  certificates  covering  shipments  to  Peru  shall  be  countersigned  by 
the  chief  or  the  assistant  chief  of  the  bureau. 

Certificates  covering  shipments  to  Switzerland  shall  be  in  the  French  language  on 
the  back  of  the  regular  certificate.  The  description  of  the  shipment  on  the  back  of  the 
certificate  shall  also  appear  in  French.    This  certificate  should  be  signed  by  the  inspec- 
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tor  in  charge  and  bear  his  official  seal.     All  certificates  shall  show  on  the  date  line  the 
city  and  State  from  which  the  meat  is  shipped. 

Certificates  covering  shipments  to  Norway  shall  have  the  phrase  ''Inspected  both 
ante-mortem  and  post-mortem  and  found  "  inserted  in  the  next  to  the  last  line  after 
the  word  "were."  This  change  shall  be  made  on  the  three  copies  of  eacli  certificate 
for  Norway. 

"Inedible  product"  certificates  covering  shipments  to  Norway  or  Sweden  shall 
have  the  statement  "of  American  origin"  inserted  after  the  word  "animals." 

All  certificates  shall  sho\\  under  ' '  Description  and  marks ''  the  kinds  of  products 
shipped,  classified  according  to  the  usual  trade  names  of  the  classes,  cuts,  and  products; 
the  number  and  kind  of  packages,  the  separate  weights  of  the  various  classes  of  prod- 
ucts, the  stamp  numbers,  and  the  sliipping  marks. 

Export  certificates  and  stamps  may  be  issued  by  inspectors  in  charge,  upon  request, 
for  consignments  of  meat  and  products  of  official  establishments  not  under  their 
supervision,  provided  the  consignments  are  first  identified  as  having  been  "U.  S. 
inspected  and  passed,"  and  are  found  to  be  sound,  healthful,  wholesome,  and  fit  for 
human  food. 

Duplicate  certificates  may  be  issued  by  inspectors  in  charge  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons,  and  when  issued  shall  bear  the  date  of  the  original  certificate.  When  dupli- 
cate certificates,  or  certificates  in  lieu  are  issued,  the  original  certificates  should  be 
attached  to  the  report  to  the  Washington  office,  if  possible,  and  in  case  the  original 
certificates  can  not  be  obtained,  full  explanation  should  be  made  on  the  report  of  the 
reason  for  the  issuance  of  such  duplicates. 

All  export  certificates  and  export  stamps  should  be  used  and  reported  serially. 
When  not  so  used  and  reported,  a  notation  should  be  made  on  the  Wasliington  report 
of  the  reason  and  of  the  disposal  of  the  intervening  certificates  and  stamps. 

At  stations  where  but  few  export  certificates  are  issued,  the  triplicates  should  be 
forwarded  to  Washington  with  the  report  covering  their  issue.  Wliere  the  number  is 
considerable,  the  triplicates  should  be  forwarded  promptly  at  the  close  of  the  month. 
Triplicates  of  export  notices  of  exemption  from  inspection  for  foreign  shipments  of 
meat  from  carcasses  of  animals  slaughtered  oy  a  farmer  on  the  farm,  or  that  from  retail 
butchers  and  dealers  holding  a  numbered  certificate  of  exemption,  should  also  be 
forwarded  to  Washington. 

No  erasure,  alteration,  or  addition  other  than  authorized  in  these  instructions  shall 
be  made  on  a  certificate.  All  certificates  rendered  useless  through  clerical  error  or 
otherwise,  and  all  certificates  canceled,  for  whatever  cause,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Washington  office  with  full  explanation. 

A  receipt  on  Form  116-B,  121-B,  or  122-B,  as  the  case  may  be,  should  be  taken  for 
all  export  certificates  when  delivered  to  the  exporter. 

Preparatio7i  of  M.  I.  Forms  116,  121,  and  122.—1\\q  date  of  the  report  should  corre- 
spond with  the  date  of  the  certificates  reported  on  the  form,  and  only  one  day's  issue 
should  be  included  in  a  single  report. 

Under  the  heading  "Certificates"  should  be  given  the  serial  numbers  of  the  certifi- 
cates and  the  number  issued.  If  two  or  more  consecutively  numbered  certificates  are 
issued  to  an  establisliment  for  products  destined  to  the  same  foreign  country,  they 
should  be  included  in  one  entry  on  the  report,  showing  the  first  and  last  numbers  of 
such  certificates  and  the  number  i-ssued. 

Under  the  heading  ' '  Packages  "  should  be  given  the  total  number  of  packages  in  the 
shipment,  specifying  the  kind  under  the  proper  heading;  for  example: 
[Bxs. 
3o|Tcs. 
IBbls. 

Under  the  heading  "Description  of  products"  name  the  different  kinds,  as  pork 
hams,  backs,  belUes,  etc.,  entering  the  names  of  as  many  products  on  one  Line  as 
80630—17 2 
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possible  and  abbreviating  wherever  it  can  be  done  without  sacrificing  clearness  and 
accuracy. 

The  reported  weights  should  be  the  net  weights  of  the  products,  and  the  amount  of 
each  class  should  be  entered  separately  in  the  proper  column. 

The  destination  of  the  shipment  should  be  shown  by  countries,  and  not  by  cities,  on 
Forms  116,  121,  and  122.  Shipments  for  England,  Scotland,  and  Wales  may  be  re- 
ported combined  on  the  Washington  reports  as  destined  for  Great  Britain. 

Export  shipments  of  meats  and  products  under  stamps  without  certificates  should 
be  reported  and  described  on  the  Forms  116,  121,  and  122,  the  same  as  though  a  cer- 
tificate were  issued ,  indicating  by  a  dash  in  the  column  for  certificate  numbers  that 
no  ceitificate  was  requested.  Separate  series  of  export  stamps  for  shipments  without 
certificates  should  not  be  maintained. 

The  following  certificate  report  forms  should  be  marked  "Special:" 

Those  accompanying  returned  canceled  or  unused  certificates. 

Those  reporting  certificates  issued  in  Ueu  of  others. 

Those  reporting  certificates  issued  for  products  of  establishments  at  stations  other 
than  the  station  from  which  the  report  is  forwarded. 

Forms  116-A,  121-A,  and  122-A  shall  be  used  in  making  application  for  the  varioue 
classes  of  export  certificates  and  stamps,  and  also  for  requesting  export  stamps  only. 
Where  stamps  alone  are  applied  for,  a  dash  should  be  drawn  through  the  word  "cer- 
tificates" or  a  statement  added  that  no  certificate  is  desired. 

M.  I.  Forms  119  and  120,  Ante-Mortem  and  Post-Mortem  Reports. 

These  forms  will  be  prepared  by  the  employees  who  make  the  ante-mortem  and  post- 
mortem inspections  reported  thereon,  and  will  be  rendered  promptly  to  the  inspector 
in  charge.  The  information  covered  by  these  reports,  in  connection  with  Forms  112-D 
and  112-F,  will  be  used  in  preparing  Form  112.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the  sus- 
pects and  carcasses  reported  as  held  over  from  previous  day  agree  with  the  preceding 
report,  and  that  suspects  which  die  in  pens  be  not  again  reported  as  "Found  dead  or  in 
a  dying  condition." 

M.  I.  Form  119-A,  Ante=Mortem  and  Post-Mortem  Identification  Tag. 

The  employee  who  performs  the  ante-mortem  inspection  will  prepare  the  ante- 
mortem  side  of  this  tag,  showing  the  suspect  tag  number  and  the  other  information 
indicated  thereon.  The  card  is  then  to  be  forwarded  to  the  inspector  at  the  establish- 
ment who  will  supervise  the  slaughter  of  the  suspect,  and  he  will  enter  on  the  back  of 
the  tag  the  post-mortem  findings  and  the  disposal  of  the  carcass  and  forward  the  com- 
pleted tag  to  the  local  bureau  office  for  filing. 

M .  I.  Forms  121  and  122. 

(See  M.  I.  Form  116.) 

M.  I.  Forms  124-A  and  124-B,  Daily  Exchange  Reports  Between  Establishments  and  Local  Bureau 

Office. 

These  forms  have  been  prepared  in  order  that  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  may 
be  obtained  in  reporting  the  daily  operations  of  each  official  establishment,  and  it  is 
therefore  expected  that  the  utmost  care  will  be  exercised  in  verifying  each  item 
reported  on  either  form. 

Form  124-A  covers  the  general  work  of  the  estabUslmaent,  and  should  be  signed  by 
an  authorized  official  of  the  management  and  furnished  to  the  local  bureau  office  not 
later  than  the  second  morning  after  the  day  the  operations  of  which  it  covers.  The 
information  shown  on  this  form  will  be  used  in  preparing  the  monthly  Forms  109,  110, 
and  130.  Form  124-A  should  be  carefully  filed  with  the  other  station  records,  and 
inspectors  should  see  that  each  official  estabUshment  has  at  all  times  an  adequate 
supply  of  the  forms  to  make  the  daily  statement. 
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Form  124-B,  showing  the  daily  bureau  activities  in  each  official  establishment, 
^vill  be  signed  by  the  inspector  in  charge  and  will  be  furnished  to  each  official  estab- 
lishment not  later  than  the  second  morning  after  the  day  which  it  covers.  Before 
forwarding  the  Form  124-B  to  the  establishment  a  letter-press  copy  should  be  taken 
which  will  be  the  station  record  of  the  rendering  of  this  form. 

M.  I.  Form  126,  Certificate  of  Disposal  of  Animals  on  Ante-Mortem  or  Post-Mortem  Inspection. 

This  form  will  be  used  for  certifying  to  the  disposal  of  animals  condemned  on  ante- 
mortem  or  post-mortem  inspection,  or  found  dead  or  dying  in  the  pens  of  the  estab- 
lishment, or  which  are  passed  for  sterilization  on  post-mortem  inspection,  ^\^len 
issued  to  cover  the  disposal  of  animals  on  ante-mortem  inspection,  or  of  animals  found 
dead  or  dying,  the  word  "Post"  in  the  caption  must  be  crossed  out  and  the  word 
"Ante"  substituted,  and  in  the  closing  statement  on  the  form  the  phrase  "slaughtered 

on  at  establishment  named  and  that  they  were  inspected  and  "  should  be 

crossed  out.  The  inspector  shall  not  certify  to  the  ownership  of  animals,  but  will 
limit  his  certifications  to  the  disposal  and  marks  of  identification,  including  all  tag 
numbers,  either  official  or  private. 

This  certificate  will  be  issued  only  to  the  official  establishment  on  request,  except 
where  arrangements  are  effected  through  the  Washington  office  for  delivering  the  same 
to  the  commission  firms  concerned,  through  the  secretary  or  other  officer  of  the  live- 
stock exchange  at  the  station.  The  form  shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  the  original 
to  be  delivered  as  above  indicated,  and  the  duplicate  filed  in  the  local  office  of  the 
bureau.  The  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  inspector  in  charge  and  all  unused 
spaces  on  the  form  canceled. 

M.  I.  Form  128,  Memorandum  of  Establishments  Inspected. 

This  is  a  special  station  form  for  use  by  employees  who  in  the  course  of  official 
duty  are  detailed  to  visit  a  large  number  of  establishments  and  places  during  the  day. 
It  does  not  take  the  place  of  Form  102,  but  is  supplemental  to  the  time  report  made 
on  that  form. 

M.  I.  Form  130,  Monthly  Report  of  Ante-Mortem  and  Post-Mortem  Inspection. 

This  form  will  be  rendered  monthly  for  each  establishment  at  which  any  post- 
mortem inspection  has  been  performed  during  the  month  or  at  which  any  carcass 
was  received  under  regulation  12.  Before  forwarding  to  the  Washington  office  the 
form  should  be  checked  with  the  letter-press  copies  of  the  daily  Form  112  series  for  the 
month  to  ascertain  that  the  number  of  animals  of  each  species  shown  on  Form  130  as 
euspected  or  aa  condemned  on  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem  inspection  and  the 
number  of  carcasses  passed  for  sterilization  agree  with  the  corresponding  items  as 
reported  on  the  daily  Form  112  series.  The  Form  114  report  should  also  be  compared 
with  the  Form  130  and  the  Form  112  series  to  check  the  correctness  of  the  sterilization 
carcasses  and  parts  shown  as  disposed  of  on  the  Form  114  as  compared  with  the  steriKza- 
tion  carcasses  on  the  Form  130  and  the  sterilization  parts  as  shown  on  the  Form  112 
series,  and  the  carcasses  and  parts  shown  on  the  Form  114  as  tanked  for  offal  as  com- 
pared with  the  number  of  carcasses  shown  condemned  on  the  Form  130  plus  the 
number  of  "Deads"  shown  on  the  daily  Form  112,  and  the  number  of  parts  shown 
condemned  on  the  Form  112  series. 

M.  I.  Forms  131,  131-A,  and  131-B,  Return  Shipments  of  Inspected  Meats  Alleged  to  be  Unsound. 

These  forms  will  be  used  in  connection  with  the  return  to  official  establishments 
from  wholesale,  jobbing,  or  other  establishments  not  having  inspection,  of  meats  or 
meat  food  products  wliich  havo  been  inspected  and  passed  and  are  so  marked,  and  are 
alleged  to  be  unsound,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  food.  The  Form  131 
permit  is  issued  in  duplicate  upon  written  application  from  the  proprietor  of  the 
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establishment  to  which  the  product  is  to  be  returned.  Three  copies  of  each  permit 
issued  should  be  made  on  Form  131-A,  one  to  be  mailed  to  the  Washington  office,  one 
to  the  bureau  employee  at  the  establishment  who  will  haA^e  super\dsion  of  the  returned 
product  when  received,  and  the  third  copy  to  be  retained  for  the  station  file.  \^Tien 
the  returned  product  is  received  at  the  establishment  and  reinspected,  the  bureau 
employee  will  forward  his  copy  of  the  Form  131-A  to  the  inspector  in  charge  with  a 
notation  on  the  back  of  the  form  showing  the  date  of  receipt,  the  products  received, 
and  the  disposal  of  such  products.  From  the  information  shown  on  the  Form  131-A 
from  the  establisliment,  the  local  bureau  office  will  prepare  a  Form  131-B  report,  and 
after  taking  a  letter-press  copy  forwai'd  it  to  the  Washington  office,  filing  the  Form 
]  31-A  with  the  station  file  of  the  same  number.  All  permits  issued  at  a  station  during 
the  fiscal  year  should  be  numbered  consecutively,  beginning  each  fiscal  year  with 
No.  1.  If  for  any  reason  product  for  which  a  permit  has  been  issued  is  not  returned 
within  a  reasona])le  time,  the  permit  should  be  canceled  and  the  Washington  office 
so  notified. 

M.  I.  Form  134,  Condemnation  of  Products  Received  from  Other  Establishments. 

When  meat  or  meat  food  product  received  at  an  official  establishment  and  rein- 
spected  on  arrival  is  found  to  be  unsound,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  food, 
it  should  be  condemned  and  a  report  of  such  condemnation  made  on  Form  134.  This 
form  may  also  be  used  to  report  the  receipt  of  shipments  of  meats  or  products  in  dirty 
cars,  defective  containers,  etc.  When  so  used  the  faulty  conditions  should  be  fully 
described.  This  report  should  be  rendered  as  a  matter  of  record  for  all  appreciable 
condemnations  of  products  from  other  establisliments,  whether  located  in  the  same  or 
other  cities.  If  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  at  the  receiving  establishment  the 
condemned  products  became  unfit  for  food  while  in  transit,  or  through  other  causes, 
seemingly  apparent,  it  should  be  so  stated  in  a  notation  on  the  face  of  the  report.  If 
the  shipment  of  which  the  condemned  product  was  a  part  originated  in  an  estab- 
lishment at  some  other  station,  the  Form  134  should  be  made  in  triplicate,  one  copy  for 
the  Washington  office,  one  for  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  station  from  which  tlie 
product  was  sliipped,  and  the  third  for  the  station  file.  If  the  product  was  received 
from  an  establishment  at  the  same  station  the  report  should  be  made  in  duplicate  only, 
one  copy  for  the  Washington  office  and  the  other  for  the  station  file.  Products  reported 
on  Form  134  as  condemned  should  also  be  reported  on  Form  113  from  the  establish- 
ment where  condemned. 

M.  I.  Forms  140  and  140-A,  Report  of  Handling  of  Meats  for  Sterilization  and  Canning. 

These  forms  are  to  be  used  for  reporting  the  handling  of  meats  from  carcasses  and 
parts  passed  for  sterilization,  which  are  to  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  3  of  regulation  15.  WTien  carcasses  and  parts  passed  for  sterilization 
are  placed  in  stock  without  removing  the  portions  which  are  to  be  rendered  into  lard 
or  tallow,  or  tanked,  the  gross  weights  of  such  carcasses  or  parts  shall  be  reported  on 
Forms  140  and  140-A  as  placed  in  stock.  When  any  portion  of  such  carcasses  or  parts 
is  removed  for  rendering  or  tanking,  an  entry  should  be  made  on  the  Forms  140  and 
140-A,  just  above  the  line  "Shipped  to  other  official  Ests.,"  thus:  "Removed  for 
rendering  or  tanking,"  giving  the  class  and  weights  of  such  products  removed.  Inas- 
much as  there  is  a  varying  shrinkage  between  the  weights  of  fresh  meat  products  when 
placed  in  refrigeration  and  the  weights  of  the  same  products  when  removed  from 
stock  in  a  frozen  condition,  the  amount  of  such  discrepancy  should  be  reported  by  a 
notation  on  Form  140  when  asceilainable  through  entire  removal  of  stock  or  by  other 
means. 

All  products  reported  on  Form  140  as  removed  for  sterilization  which  are  canned  or 
cooked  under  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  regulation  15  should  be  reported  on  Form 
110  under  the  heading  "Product  prepared  from  meat  passed  for  sterilization."     Fats 
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from  products  shown  on  Form  140  as  "Removed  for  rendering"  should  not  be  reported 
separately  on  the  Form  110,  but  should  be  included  in  the  regular  amounts  of  fata 
shown  on  the  Form  110  on  that  date. 

M.  I.  Form  148,  Inspections  of  Meats  and  Products  for  United  States  Navy. 

This  form  is  to  be  used  for  reporting  inspections  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  for 
the  United  States  Navy,  and  should  be  rendered  for  each  day  that  inspections  are 
made.  The  form  may  also  be  used,  by  changing  the  heading,  to  report  approved 
inspections  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  for  other  governmental  departments  or 
offices.  A  duplicate  Form  148  may,  on  request,  be  given  to  the  department  official 
who  has  supervision  of  the  products  inspected  by  the  bureau  employee. 

M.  I.  Form  150,  Report  of  Appeal  frojn  Inspector's  Decision. 

This  form  should  be  made  out  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  printed  on  the 
back  of  the  form,  and,  after  taking  a  letter-press  copy,  should  be  promptly  forwarded 
to  the  Washington  office. 

M.  I.  Forms  151  and  151-A,  Report  Regarding  Bureau  and  House  Brands. 

Form  151  should  be  rendered  at  the  close  of  the  month  to  the  Washington  office 
and  should  show  the  condition  of  the  branding  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  with 
bureau  and  house  brands.  Whenever  any  bureau  brands  are  returned  to  Washington 
a  Form  151-A  should  be  forwarded  giving  a  description  of  the  brands  and  the  reasons 
for  returning  them.  Letter-press  copies  of  the  Forms  151  and  151-A  should  be  taken 
before  forwarding  them. 

M.  I.  Form  152,  Report  of  Violation  of  Meat-Inspection  Act. 

This  form  will  be  used  to  report  interstate  shipments  of  meat  or  meat  food  products 
in  apparent  violation  of  the  meat-inspection  act. 

Return  shipments  to  official  establishments  of  "U.  S.  inspected  and  passed"  and 
so  marked  meat  or  meat  food  product,  alleged  to  be  unsound,  unwholesome,  or  other- 
wise unfit  for  food,  without  the  permit  required  by  section  10  of  regulation  25,  should 
be  reported  by  letter  and  not  on  this  form. 

M.  I.  Form  160,  Report  on  Samples  Found  Not  to  Conform  to  the  Regulations. 

This  form  is  used  to  record  the  laboratory  examination  of  samples  of  meat  and  meat 
food  products  which  have  not  been  treated  or  handled  in  accordance  with  the  regu- 
lations. This  form  should  be  filled  in  by  the  laboratory  inspector  and  returned  by 
him  to  the  inspector  in  charge  who  submitted  the  sample.  After  the  inspector  in 
charge  has  made  his  notation  of  the  findings  he  should  forward  it  to  the  Meat  Inspection 
Laboratory,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  permanent  fiUng. 

This  form  is  a  duplicate  of  M.  I.  Form  161,  but  is  colored  red  to  distinguish  it,  and 
the  same  information  given  on  Form  161  should  be  stated  on  this  one. 

M.  I.  Form  161,  Report  on  Samples  Collected  for  Laboratory  Inspection. 

This  form  is  used  to  accompany  samples  of  various  products  which  are  sent  to  the 
laboratory  for  analysis.  Upon  examination  of  the  product  the  laboratory  inspector 
should  state,  in  the  space  allotted,  the  location  of  the  laboratorJ^  the  laboratory 
number  of  the  sample,  and  the  laboratory  findings.  The  form  should  then  be  returned 
to  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  station  from  which  the  sample  was  collected,  and  after 
the  inspector  in  charge  has  made  a  notation  of  the  findings  on  his  records  it  should  be 
forwarded  to  the  Meat  Inspection  Laboratory,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  permanent 
filing. 
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This  form  should  be  filled  out  by  the  inspector  in  charge  at  the  time  of  submitting 
samples,  and  should  state  in  the  first  line  on  the  left  side  the  station  at  which  the 
estabUshment  submitting  the  sample  is  located  and  on  the  second  line  the  date  of 
the  collection  and  the  name  of  the  inspector  who  collected  the  sample.  Below 
should  be  given  the  station  niunber  and  also  the  number  of  the  establishment  from 
which  the  sample  was  obtained,  with  the  name  and  brand  of  the  product. 

There  may  be  a  number  of  samples  collected  from  the  same  establishment,  and 
information  pertaining  to  each  sample  should  be  given  on  one  line  on  the  form,  if 
possible,  but  never  should  a  single  form  be  used  to  indicate  samples  obtained  from 
more  than  one  individual  establishment.  In  order  to  facilitate  filing,  a  different  form 
should  be  used  for  samples  collected  from  each  establishment. 

The  laboratory  inspector  may,  as  a  result  of  an  examination  of  a  sample,  regard  it 
as  not  complying  with  the  regulations^  but  desire  his  findings  confirmed .  In  this  case 
the  sample  accompanied  by  the  Forms  161  and  160  should  be  sent  to  the  Washington 
laboratorj\  After  the  Washington  laboratory  has  indicated  its  findings  these  forms 
will  be  sent  to  the  inspector  in  charge  for  notation,  who  should  then  return  them  to 
the  Meat  Inspection  Laboratory,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  permanent  filing. 

M.  I.  Form  161-A,  Results  of  Laboratory  Examination  of  Import  Meats. 

This  form  is  used  to  accompany  samples  of  imported  meat  and  meat  food  products 
for  laboratory  analysis.  The  form,  properly  filled  out  by  the  inspector  in  charge  of 
the  station  at  which  the  sample  is  collected,  is  forwarded  to  the  laboratory  inspector, 
who,  reporting  his  findings  as  a  result  of  the  laboratorj^  examination,  returns  it  to  the 
inspector  in  charge  for  notation.  The  inspector  in  charge  should  then  forward  it  to 
the  Meat  Inspection  Laboratory,  W^ashington,  D.  C,  for  permanent  filing. 

As  is  indicated  on  this  form,  the  information  desired  should  be  given  in  the  spaces 
allotted  for  it — the  station  number,  the  date  the  sample  was  collected,  the  city  where 
the  station  is  located,  the  name  of  the  collector,  and  the  name  of  the  inspector  in 
charge  of  the  station.  There  should  also  be  given  the  customhouse  entry  number, 
the  country  from  which  the  product  was  imported,  the  name  of  the  consignor  export- 
ing the  product,  and  the  name  of  the  consignee  importing  the  product.  If  the  prod- 
uct was  transshipped  from  the  country  of  origin  to  another  country  and  then  taken 
to  the  country  of  destination,  the  country  where  the  product  was  transshipijed  pre- 
vious to  sending  it  to  its  destination  should  also  be  given.  The  true  destination  of 
the  product,  the  date  of  arrival  of  the  vessel,  the  name  of  the  vessel  or  car  number 
and  initials,  the  name  of  the  transportation  company  owning  the  vessel  or  railway, 
the  entryman  of  the  shipment  at  destination,  the  location  of  the  product,  and  the 
exact  reading  matter  appearing  on  the  label  should  be  given  in  the  spaces  allotted 
for  this  information.  The  name  of  the  product,  the  total  number  of  pieces  or  packages 
in  the  consignment,  and  the  total  weight  of  the  consignment  should  be  noted.  The 
laboratory  inspector  should  in  the  proper  space  state  the  name  of  the  city  where  the 
laboratory  is  located,  and,  after  noting  his  findings,  should  sign  his  name  at  the 
bottom. 

M.  I.  Form  162,  Identification  Label  for  Samples. 

This  form  is  placed  on  containers  of  various  samples  for  laboratory ,  analysts  in 
order  to  furnish  information  to  the  laboratory  inspector  for  the  proper  identification 
of  the  sample. 

The  name  of  the  city  and  the  number  of  the  establishment  from  walch  the  sample 
was  collected  should  be  stated  on  this  form.  The  name  of  the  inspector  collecting 
the  sample,  the  date  it  was  collected,  the  station  number  given  the  sample,  and  the 
name  and  brand  of  the  product  should  be  entered  in  the  appropriate  spaces. 
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M.  I.  Form  162-A,  Record  of  Import  Meat  Samples. 

This  form  is  used  to  attach  to  the  samples  of  import  meat  products  when  they  are 
submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  analysis,  in  order  to  give  the  laboratory  inspector 
proper  information  to  identify  the  samples. 

M.  I.  Form  166,  Laboratory  Record  of  Analysis. 

This  is  an  analysis  card  that  is  made  out  in  the  laboratory  for  the  purpose  of  keep- 
ing a  record  of  the  sample  which  has  been  analyzed.  After  the  analyst  has  recorded 
his  findings  he  should  sign  his  name  and  the  card  should  be  filed  in  the  laboratory 
for  future  reference. 

In  the  space  allotted  should  be  given  the  laboratory  number  of  the  sample,  the 
station  from  which  the  sample  was  forwarded,  the  name  of  the  material  analyzed, 
the  number  of  the  establishment  from  which  the  sample  was  collected,  the  name  of 
the  collector,  and  the  date  of  the  collection. 

M.  1.  Form  167,  Record  of  Water  Analysis. 

This  card  is  used  for  recording  the  results  of  the  chemical  analysis  of  water,  and  is 
retained  in  the  laboratory  for  permanent  filing. 

M.  I.  Form  168,  Laboratory  Data  on  Fat  Analysis. 

This  form  is  utilized  by  the  analyst  for  recording  the  laboratory  data  on  fat  analysis, 
and  may  be  kept  in  a  loose-leaf  notebook  for  future  reference. 

M.  I.  Form  170,  Laboratory  Record  of  Collection  of  Samples. 

This  form  is  a  laboratory  card  used  to  record  the  frequency  with  which  certain 
meats  and  products  are  collected  from  an  establishment  and  forwarded  to  the  labora- 
tory for  analysis.  This  card  is  kept  on  file  at  the  laboratory,  and  each  time  a  sample 
of  the  product  is  received,  the  date  is  placed  in  the  space  allotted,  in  order  that  the 
laboratory  inspector  may  at  any  time  determine  whether  the  schedule  for  collecting 
samples  is  being  observed  by  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  station  where  the  estab- 
lishments are  located. 

The  number  of  the  establishment  from  which  the  specific  product  is  collected,  the 
station  at  wliich  the  establishment  is  located,  and  the  name  and  brand  of  the  product 
should  be  indicated  on  the  card.  Whenever  the  manufacture  of  the  product  is  dis- 
continued, the  date  of  its  discontinuance  should  be  stated. 

Be.  Form  22,  Record  of  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water. 

This  card  is  used  for  recording  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
samples  of  water  and  is  retained  in  the  laboratory  for  permanent  filing. 

Additional  Records. 

The  information  reported  to  the  bureau  on  the  above-described  daily  and  monthly 
forms  is  compiled  and  tabulated  in  all  of  its  phases  by  the  Washington  office,  and  when 
necessaiy  will  be  furnished  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  on  request,  to  cover 
establishments  or  stations  under  their  super\dsion,  for  any  desired  period  of  time. 
For  tills  reason  the  additional  records  devised  and  maintained  at  various  stations  are 
unnecessary.  As  a  rule  these  additional  records  have  no  particular  value,  in  fact  are 
needless  duplications,  and  must  be  discontinued. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  any  inspector  in  charge,  any  additional  form  or  station  record 
not  provided  for  herein  should  be  kept  for  an  establishment,  the  station,  or  for  the 
bureau,  the  W^ashington  office  to  which  it  should  be  submitted  will  be  pleased  to  give 
it  careful  consideration  to  determine  its  value.

FEBRUARY  PAY  ROLLS. 

Pay  rolls  and  salary  vouchers  for  the  month  of  February,  1917,  should  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  close  of  February  21,  1917. 

Salary  for  February,  1917,  should  be  computed  in  accordance  with  the  following 
instructions: 

An  employee  who  works  on  the  28th  of  February,  or  is  on  annual  or  sick  leave  in 
a  pay  status  on  that  date,  shall  be  paid  three-thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment 
therefor.  Conversely,  an  employee  who  is  absent  from  duty  in  a  nonpay  status  on 
February  28  shall  have  three-thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment  deducted  therefor. 

Examples:  An  employee  entering  the  service  and  working  on  February  28  is 
entitled  to  three-thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment  of  salary;  entering  the  service 
on  February  10  and  working  full  time  to  and  including  the  28th  he  is  entitled  to 
twenty-one  thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment;  working  from  February  1  to  27, 
inclusive,  and  absent  without  pay  on  the  28th  he  is  entitled  only  to  twenty-seven 
thirtieths  of  his  installment;  working  every  day  in  the  month,  excepting,  say,  Febru- 
ary 1  and  8,  he  is  entitled  to  twenty-eight  thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment. 


SHIPMENT  OF  HOUSEHOLD  EFFECTS. 

The  bureau  is  receiving  many  vouchers  from  the  various  raihoad  companies  for 
freight  charges  on  employees'  household  effects  wherein  the  weight  is  exactly  5,000 
pounds.  As  it  does  not  seem  possible  that  there  should  be  so  many  cases  wherein 
employees'  effects  should  weigh  exactly  5,000  pounds,  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and 
Other  Departments,  Treasury  Department,  has  advised  the  bureau  that  hereafter 
a  list  of  the  boxes,  barrels,  crates,  etc.,  comprising  the  shipment  must  be  Listed, 
together  with  weight  of  each.  The  household  certificate  (Form  T-16)  must  show 
the  entire  weight  of  the  employees'  goods,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  he  may  have 
shipped  part  of  his  effects  on  a  commercial  bill  of  lading. 

When  an  employee's  effects  weigh  over  5,000  pounds  the  cost  of  packing,  crating, 
and  hauling  must  be  prorated  between  the  bureau  and  the  employee  on  the  basis 
of  the  bureau  paying  for  5,000  pounds  and  the  employee  paying  for  the  excess.  For 
example:

In  cases  where  payment  for  packing,  crating,  and  hauling  is  to  be  made  on  a  Form  5 
voucher,  the  account  should  be  stated  for  the  full  amount  of  the  bill,  "less  John  Doe's 
proportion,  |  ."     The  goods  in  excess  of  5,000  pounds  must  be  shipped  on  a 

commercial  bill  of  lading  and  the  freight  charges  thereon  prepaid,  as  outlined  in 
regulation  78  (r)  of  amendment  130  to  the  Fiscal  Regulations. 
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METAL  FASTENERS  IN  MAIL. 

The  biireau  uses  an  electrically  driven  envelope  opener  for  opening  mail,  and  as 
the  wire  clips,  fasteners,  etc.,  commonly  used  for  fastening  papers  together  nick  and 
dull  the  knives  of  this  machine,  it  is  directed  that  hereafter  these  clips  and  fasteners 
be  used  in  such  a  manner  that  they  Avill  not  touch  either  the  top  or  bottom  of  the 
envelope  in  which  inclosed.  If  this  can  not  be  done  it  is  better  that  they  be  not 
used  at  all.     In  fact  such  fastenings  are  beUeved  to  be  very  generally  unnecessary. 


OFFICE  HOURS  AND  SATURDAY  HALF  HOLIDAYS. 

Paragraphs  48  and  49  of  the  Administrative  Regulations  of  the  department,  relating 
to  office  hours  and  Saturday  half  holidays  from  June  15  to  September  15  of  each  year, 
apply  only  to  employees  at  headquarters  in  Washington  and  not  to  employees  at 
offices  in  the  field. 

In  a  proposed  revision  of  the  Administrative  Regulations  paragraphs  48  and  49 
will  be  transferred  to  the  section  headed  "Leave  at  headquarters  in  Washington." 
In  the  meantime  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  should  make  memorandum  of  this 
ruling  in  their  copies  of  the  Administrative  Regulations. 


PUBLICATIONS  IN  JANUARY. 

The  bureau  keeps  no  mailing  list  for  sending  publications  to  individual  employees,  but  publications 
are  sent  in  bulk  to  inspectors  in  charge  for  distribution  to  members  of  their  forces.  The  number  of  copies 
varies  with  the  subject  or  nature  of  the  publication  and  the  number  and  class  of  employees.  For  example, 
in  the  case  of  a  publication  on  a  veterinary  subject,  sufficient  copies  are  sent  for  the  veterinarians.  Inspec- 
tors In  charge  will  use  their  judgment  and  distribute  publications  to  best  advantage.  Additional  copies
